topher Learning, fath er of the origi­ 
nator of the widely known variety. 
Learning dent corn. 
No exact comparison with present 
day yields is {possible, since in those 
day.-, probably no allowance was made 
fo r moisture content, nor was 
the 
yield computet! on the basis of dry 
shelled corn. 
Aside from that, here 
is the story as told by J . S. Learning 
Sr., in an account of corn culture in 
1826; 
“ When 
my 
father 
(Christopher 
Learning), two brothers and myself 
went to the bottoms to raise corn, in 
the year, 1827, it was common among 
corn raisers to say of others’ fields 
that they could take hold of the wild 
cucumber or peavines at one corner 
or a five acre lot and shake all the 
corn in it. 
“ My father took long strides ahead 
in corn culture; plowed 2 or 3 inches 
deeper, cultivated well, cut out all the 
weeds at laying-by time, which with 
him was when the corn was in full 
silk, consequently 
did 
not have 
to 
call in the aid of horse and brush at 
gathering 
time, 
and 
as a 
result 
raised double the amount per acre, 
and with the improved 
seed 
he in­ 
troduced and planted in the season 
of 1827, sold off 
a 10-acre 
lot his 
two-thirds,

6 2-3 acres,

bushels, averaging

that a 40-foot high obelisk will be 
erected at Blue Licks, this county, 
where on August 19, 1782, tile bloodi­ 
est battle between Indians and whites 
known 
to 
tile 
“Dark 
and 
Bloody 
Ground” which became Kentucky was 
fungic. Ten thousand dollars has al­ 
ready been voted for the monument 
to the 
early 200 pioneers who fell, 
dead or wounded, that day, and the 
memorial will be completed by Aug­ 
ust 19, next year, the one hundred 
forty-sixth anniversary of the battle, 
in which were slain or injured more 
men than any other general battle 
found in records of Indian days in 
tiiis section of the country. 
The obelisk will be of as severe a 
simplicity as the lives of the men it 
will commemorate. Tile shaft will be 
surmounted by the figure of a Ken­ 
tucky pioneer, leaning on the famous 
long rifle which was introduced to 
the West by Daniel Boone and who 
fought at the Battle of Blue Licks. 
The figure will 
face toward 
the 
Ohio river, across which finally fled 
the 
Indians 
after 
practh-nily 
dec­ 
imating 
the pinned 
forces. 
So far 
as recalled here, the Battle of the Lit­ 
tle Big Horn In which Ouster and Ids 
nu n were massacred is tlx* only one 
that approaches it In annals of In 
• '..'•in warfare. 
Bitte Licks, where the con .'I I et oc­ 
curred. is near the site of Blue Bick 
Springs, which 75 years ago was a 
watering place vying with Saratoga 
in popularity.
